Next ycar will come the centenary 
of the birth of Charles Dickens, and 
many projects are afoot by which al! 
lovers of good pure literature may 
show their appreciation of the great 
English novelist. The Strand Maga- 
zine has put forth a auggrestion— 
heartily endorsed by the leading Amer- 
ican magazines—namely, to isaue two- 
cent commemoration ‘stamps designed 
by Raphael, Tuck & Company, pic- 
turing the author being crowned by 
the goddess of fame with a wreath 
of laurel. Every possessor of any of 
Dickens's works is asked to purchase 
one of the stamps and to attach it 
to the fly leaf of each volume.

Anson's detection is due to the fact 
that the conductor he is charged with 
having robbed made two runs with him 
a short time ago, when Anson was a 
motorman on the North Broadway line. 
At the time of the robbery, however, 
Anson wore a suit of clothes which he 
had never worn in Los Angeles before, 
and his face was covered with a black 
mask. The conductor, the detectives 
state, could not see enough of Anson to 
recognize him, but felt there was some- 
thing familiar about the robber. 

The more the conductor thought about 
it the clearer it became that Anson was 
the mam. No very noticeable character- 
istics could be recalled in the highway- 
man’s actions, but in its entirety the 
incident seemed to center about Anson. 


LOCATED IN CITY. : 


On the day following the hold-up An- 
son secured a leave of absence of four 
days and went to a ranch near Ana- 
heim. He remained there awhile and 
then returned to the city. He was lo- 
cated in a boarding-house near Idell 
_ Street and the Eagle Rock line, and 

questioned by the detectives. 

He declared he knew nothing of the 
hold-up, except what had been printed. 
- When pressed with the questions of the 
detectives he declared that he had never 
had a light suit of clothes, such as the 
street car men said the robber had 
worn, and that on the night in question 
he had been at home with his wife.
